Ten years ago the members of the 
Minnesota Editorial association toured 
the southern fringe of the Canadian 
weet. Since that time they have taken 
an annual tour of different parts of 
the continent until this year they de- 
cided to make a circuitous tour of the 
three praitie provineés of the Domin 
ion. Under the guidance of William 
J. White, government inspector of Un- 
ited States emigration agencies for the 
Canadian interior department, and Ar- 
thur Hawkes, of the publicity depart- 
ment of the Canadian Northern rail 
way, a patty of one hundred and thirty 
Jeft St. Paul and Minneapolis last Fri- 
day in a special train of Pullman cars 
Aiver a pleasant run through Manitoba 
and Sackatchewan they headed for Ed 
monton. A few miles east of Lloyd 
minster at an hour when most of the 
pascerigers were acleep, the tender of 
the engine jumped the track and tore 
up the ties tor a considerable distance 
None of the Pullman cars left the track 
however, due, it is authoritatively 
claimed, to the avoirdupois of many 
of the moulders of Minnesota thought 
and to the weighty euggestions which 
they have accumulated since leaving 
the Twin cities. The incident caueed 
a delay of a few hours on the road 
and tho postponement of breakfast.

On arrival at Vermilio nat 1 o'clock 
yesterday the Minnesota party was 
given a very friendly reception by the 
citizens of that town and by the dele 
gation of twenty Kdmontonians,head- 
ed by Mayor MacDougall, who had 
left Edmonton on the CN.

CALGARY’S WATER 
SUPPLY POLLUTED 


Provincial Sanitary Engineer Owens 
Discovers Fact That Water Supply 
of City Has Been Lig ttis PW 
Decomposed Matter at Mouth of 
Intake Pipe. 


Bulletin Special 

Caigary, July 22—Yesterday the fact 
came to light that the city water sup- 
ply flowed through a mass of decom- 
posed matter at the intake. R. B. 
Owen, B.E., B.A., provincial sanitary 
eugmeer, who is in the city inquiring 
into the eanitary conditions that pre- 
vail here, has charge of all sewerage, 
waterworks, pollution of the streams 
and other works on behalf of provin- 
cial board of health under the Provin- 
ciel Health act. He has recently vis- 
ited Medicine Hat, Lethbridge, Frank 
and other southern towns, examining 
into the sanitary conditions 
* When acked yesterday as to sanitary 
conditions of Calgary, Mr, Owen said 
that he did not wieh to harshly ert 
cize or retleet on the work of any city 
official, but there were a number of 
things that were greatly in need of be- 
ing remedied, In company with the 
city medical health ofheer he visited 
the waterworks intake and found it in 
4 very unsanitary condition. He 
found about ten feet of decomposing 
organic matter meht m the intake. 
This was a lot of hay that had been 
placed there last winter to prevent 
ireeving and had not been removed in 
the spring. Hot weather had etarted 
the decomposition and the emell trom 
the decaying hay was very offensive 
and it was a serious menace to the 
health of the city. He at once order- 
edit to be throwp out and taken away, 
He further states that the sewer pipes 
are not being laid properly and that 
the crematory plant is tar out of date 
and almost worthless to a city of this 
size.

ALL SEWERS WILL BE 
TEMPORARILY STOPPED. 
Strathcona Council Detide to Change the 
Method of Granting Water and Sewer 
Extensions—May Revert to Frontage 
Assessment Tax. 


At the regular weekly mecting of the 
itheona city touncil last night an im 
portant occasion was arrived at with re- 
ference to the poljey of the city in the 
extension of the water and sewer 
tem, up till a year ago the waterworks 
extensions were paid by the city at large 
und the sewer extension, two-thirds by 
frontage and the remaining one-third bw 
the city at large, ast winter a by- 
law was passed, making all the sewer 
work chargeable to the city generally, 
similar to the waterworks. This system 
has been found to work badly because 
under present conditions residents fre 
quently petition for sewers and make a 
strong claim, whereas if it was necessary 
frontage assessment the ques 
tion would be more carefully considered.

Mayor Duggan, who introduced the 
matter last night urged that a guaran.

, pend a good deal of time showing the 
extent to which Mr. Kern has had 
an influence upon Bryan's prospects 
The chances are that in both casea the 
influence of the running mate is large- 
ly local, 

Of couree, Mr, Sherman is well 
known in his home state, and the peo- 
ple there adage him for what he 
is worth, He is a popular man among 
the people who) become acquainted 
with him, Besides that, he occupies 
a middle place in regard to the two 
factions in New York Republiean po- 
lities, Under normal cirenmstances 
he ought to strengthen the ticket in 
hic own right, and there is no reason 
to believe he will harm it much any- 
where, 

Quite the same thing is true of 
Jobn W, Kern. He has been ident 
fied with Indiana politica so long that 
he is personally known to a great 
many of the active workers in his
